TKI AbanVEMENTS OF OOMOUM 

' Two outatanding achievements can be ercdiated to the Sixty- 
Seventh Congreaa, the aeoond aeaaion of which has just been ad- 
joumed. 

Income of the Govcrn.n.nt wa. increased. Kxpenditures were 
made smalled. Yet, aa a middle and apparently impossible feat, 
numerous new undertakinga, long needed aa phases of modem and 
wise governments- functioning, were provided for, With accompany- 
ing appropriations for their maintainance. 

One of these was for the loaning of money to farmers to obtain 
seed Another ^vas for the distribution of Kuasian reUef funds. More 
money was provi.ied for river and harbor improvement, and for the 
fprther dev.'lopmcnt of the Government's great industial undertak- 
inga at Muscle Shoals. The patent office was reorganized aud its 
facilities increased. Twenty-five additional Federal judges v.n 
provided, making the work of Government courts more readilj- dis- 
posed of without danger of lessening consideration. 

However, these were but a fe wof the things Congress did m th.' 
ten months of its session. Aa few earUer Congresses have been able to 
do. the Sixtv-Seventh almost compassed the world with the influence 
of its work. It provided for the "scrapping" of American nayal 
vessels in conformity with the decisions of the conference on the lim- 
itation of armaments. It reduced the personnel and expenses of 
army and navy, yet in a way which doubtless will increase the effi 
ciency of each arm of the republic's system of defense. Co-operative 
marketa for farmers were authorized. Regulation of trading in 
grain futures was made possible. A commission for the funding of 
the Allie Powers debt to America was created. 

Yet vast net economics were brought about Tliousanda 'of Gov 
emment employees were removed from the pay-rolls through reor- 
ganization methods which made their further retention unnecessary 
to increased betterment of the work they had.been doing. National 
expenditures were redutod a billion dollars yearly, and the tax 
burden was also lessened an eipial amoiuit. Mortovtr. the public 
debt was reduced by $1,000,000,000 for the year, and there will be 
a surplus in the national treaaury at the close of the fiaoal year for 
the, first time since lOlG. the Cdoption of the budget was of itaelf 
a worthy session's work. 

And, paralleling magnificently the splendor of these achieve 
ments is the enactment of a new tariff law which, while it gives thor 
oughly American safeguarding of every legitimate busineai interest 
of this country, provides for a natural adjustment of the cost of lie 
ing while insuring American standards of industry and of existence, 
Moreover, the workings of the new law -will add $8,000,000,000 to fl»e 
Goveninienf.s annual revenues, with consequent reduction of more 
onerous burdens of taxation on citizens of the eountrj-. 

Not all was done by Congreaa which needed to be undertaken 
Some of the legislation enacted was far from perfect in its form. In 
a remarkable degree, however, the work of the Sixty seventh Con 
gress was performed in the face of such difficulties as seldom before 
confronted American lawmakers. The minority party was obstruc 
tive unfailingly, and viciously fought almost €|V€»y effort of the dom- 
inant party to provide for the public welfare. The opposition of 
outside interests, selfish as they were powerful, made itself felt in 
an astonishing faishion. What was achieved therefore not only proves 
the progrcssiveness of the present administration, but also represents 
legislative labor which eoluld not be deceived nor bulldoxed. — St. 
Louis Times.

A summary ot weather and crop 
conditions In Kentucky for the wp*k 
ending Tuesday, October 10, 1922. fol- 
lows: 

The first five days wore unseaaon- 

ably warm, Irat the week ended with 
temperatures ooBsMerably below aor- 
mal. Good showers, oeenrriag gen- 
erally over the stau near the ead ot 
the week, eauied Improvemat la pas- 
tures and insured germlnatleB ot 
grain and alfalfa that have been sown 
recently. Considerable wheat and bar- 
Icy wero sown durlnK the week, but 
most of it done in com stubble; 
as the soil lias continued tcx) dry for 
much rroprese with plowing. Germin- 
ation ha,s been unsallBfactory, some 
grain dying soou after siiroutinK Hot- 
ter results are now possible in seeding 
and soil preparation; but consider- 
ably more rain is needed to thorough- 
ly soften the ground, also for pastures, 
clover, alfalfa, and for replenishing 
vstosk water. Cuttins late corn and 
houalng late tobacco is nearly fin- 
ished. Conditions have ben excep- 
tionally favorable during the period of 
harvest tor dryliik out the com and 
curing tobacco. As a reauU eora will 
be ready to crib earlier than usual, 
and the color and quality of tobacco 
has been Improved. Some late pota- 
toes that are stlU green win be bene- 
fited by the rathe; but the high tem- 
perature of the last ten days caused 
premature drying of the plants and a 
lessening of the yield. Considerable 
sorghum is also in ^e field; other- 
wise crops are safe from troet injury.
